Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Dr. Tanya Harding the agent of record for applicants of application 
number 10/622,316 contacted examiner Dr. James Rogers by phone for an interview regarding applicants 
amendments to the claims filed after final rejection. The examiner informed Dr. Harding that since the claims introduce 
new material not present within the claims'beforehand would therefore require reconsideration, therefore the 
amendments would not be entered. A suggestion was made that the independent claims could be amended to include 
the limitations of the first and second polymer found within claim 5 in order to better define applicants claimed 
polymers. The examiner also informed Dr. Harding that there could be potential 112 1st paragraph issues after the 
amendment is entered by RCE because it does not appear from the specification that applicants gave enough 
guidance to make and/use microparticles containing two polymers where the second polymer is more hydrophobic then 
the second and the 1st polymer dampens or slows the burst of the carbamate. Specifically the examples only showed 
microparticles with one polymer, there were no examples that contained tow biodegradable polymers.
